To lessen the a nnoya nce of “ la d­ 
ders" It Is well to select 
silk stock­ 
ings with a ga rter-run-stop, sometimes 
ca lled a ntl-run-ha cks or ra vel-stops. It 
Is a device for a rresting a ny “ runs" 
ca used by the I'urfers In the tops, be­ 
fore they get ihwn Into the body of 
the stocking. 
It is usua lly loca ted Just 
below the ga rter-top, which is a dou­ 
ble thickness of the fa bric, designed to 
give ela sticity a nd grea ter strength to 
the tops of the stockings. 
In silk 
stockings the top Is frequently ma de of 
mercerized cotton, which gives grea ter 
resista nce to stra in tha n does the silk. 


quite simply, the eye Is a ca mera ,

An opera gla ss must ha ve its 
lenses screwed ba ckwa rd a nd forwa rd, j 
So must a telescope, In a much more j 
prodigious wa y. 
But tbe eye focuses 
itself on nea r or dista nt objects with- l 
out winking, it is a s quick a s thought. 
This Is wha t is ca lled the eye’s power 
of a ccommoda tion. 
Wha t the eye does is first to con­ 
tra ct the pupil, ma king it sma ller when 
looking a t a nea r object, a nd then to 
a lter the front surfa ce of the lens, 
ma king it more curved, or, let us sa y, 
m ore convex. 
When the eye shifts its 
ga ze from nea r to dista nt objects the 
eye lets the front surfa ce of its prin­ 
cipa l lens get a little la rger a nd fla t­ 
ter. 
It does not do a ll these things 
without our knowing it; we wish it 
done, a nd It is done. 
But we sca rcely 
rea lise the a urnber of eye muscles, six 
Ht lea st, which a re ca lled into pla y 
when focusing. 
As for the sensitive pla te behind the 
eye, tha t is even more wonderful; a nd. 
a fter a ll our study of it, It is not a lto­ 
gether understood yet.

After 
his canonization in 865 A. 1» ., It was re 
solved to remove his remains to the 
chancel, the cu stom ary burial pla ce of 


the bishops, and July 15 was appointed 
for the cerem ony; but on that day and 
for forty days thereafter, St. Swithin, 
to testify to his displeasure, caused 
rain to fttll so heavily that the monk s 
abandoned their design as heretical 
and blasphemous.

Get Correct Size When 
Buying Silk Stockings 


Silk hosiery economy begins at the 
store counter. 
Getting tile correct 
size Is important to prevent strain. 
But getting a sufficiently large size 
does not mean that you must get an 
excess of material and have a bulging 
looseness around the ankles. 
Why is it that so many women think 
their stockings must fit them skin­ 
tight, Just like their gloves? 
This is 
at the root of much of the stockings 
dissatisfaction, for after wearing a 
pair of tight-fitting stockings a few 
days invariably the big toe begins 
pushing its way right through the end. 
When every woman learns that a 
stocking should be at least a quarter 
of an inch longer than the foot to give 
the right kind of wear and service, not 
only will stockings look better, but 
they will give greater service. 
Skin­ 
tightness spells garter runs and de­ 
structive “ladders.” 
For instance, if you are a woman 
who always takes ti nine size, and you 
discover that It fits at till snugly over 
the t*ics, tile next time you uo to buy 
stockings you should ask for a nine 
and one-half. 
This will enable you 
to get the service out of your hosiery 
to which you are entitled, at no sacri­ 
fice whatever in good looks or appear­ 
ance. 
It is very important to get a stork­ 
ing that fits the leg as well as Hie 
feet, though perhaps not many women 
remember that point when shopping 
for hosiery. 
Some women have the 
type of leg which begins to enlarge 
very quickly Just above the knee. For 
lier there is a type of stocking de­ 
signed that Is- wider above the knee 
Just where tile extra fullness is re­ 
quired. 
And for tile very tall woman 
there are stockings 
which are elastic 
tit the top, and which will fit well on 
the leg. 
There tire oven “out sizes” 
of hosiery which may be obtained by 
tile woman of radically different pro 
portions, 
and 
no one can 
estimate 
what these mean In Increased wear, 
as well as comfort and fit. 
To lessen tile annoyance of “lad­ 
ders” it is well to select silk stock­ 
ings with a garter-run-stop. sometimes 
called antl-run-baeks or ravel s:ops. It 
Is a device for arresting any “runs” 
caused by the m iners In the tops, be­ 
fore they get d >wn into the body of 
the stocking. 
It is usually located Just 
below the garter-top, which is a dou­ 
ble thickness of the fabric, designed to 
give elasticity and greater strength to 
the tops of the stockings. 
In silk 
stockings the top is frequently mode of 
mercerized cotton, which gives greater 
resistance to strain than does the silk. 


Quite simply, the eye Is a camera, 
with a series of lenses arranged in a 
dark chamber; the iris serves as a 
shutter, and the object of the whole 
apparatus is to form on Hie retina— 
tile sensitive plate at the back of the 
eye— an Image of the object photo- 
graphed, says a writer iii My Maga­ 
zine, London. 
When a beam of light comes from 
the object It passes through tlie cornea 
and other layers of tile outer part of 
tile eye. 
All of these substances are 
rather complicated* 
But think what 
ballpens. 
An ordinary photographic camera 
needs painstaking adjustment in order 
lo obtain clear Images of near or far 
Objects. 
An opera glass must have its 
lenses screwed backward and forward. j 
So must a telescope, In a much more 
prodigious way. 
But the eye focuses 
itself on near or distant objects with­ 
out winking, it is as quick as thought. 
This Is what is called the eye’s power 
of accommodation. 
What th** eye does is first to con­ 
tract tile pupil, making it smaller when 
looking et a near object, and then to 
alter the front surface of the lens, 
making It more curved, or, let us say, 
more convex. 
When the eye shifts its 
gaze from near to distant objects tile 
eye lets the front surface of its prin­ 
cipal lens get a little larger and flat­ 
ter. 
It does not do all these things 
without our knowing it; we wish it 
done, and it is done. 
But we scarcely 
realize the number of eye muscles, six 
at least, which are called into play 
when focusing. 
As for the sensitive plate behind the 
eye. that is even more w o n d e r f u l ; and, 
after all our study of it, it Is not alto­ 
gether understood yet. 
It is a plate 
with ten layers, of which the most im­ 
portant that we will mention are Hie 
rods and cones, tile granular layers 
and the nerve-fiber layers. 
Tile rods and cones are really Hie 
ends of the nerves that lead to the 
brain. 
They are sensitive to light, 
which Is to say that when Hie beam 
of light coming through the lens falls 
on them it actually alters them, 
in 
the outer parts of the rods there is a 
stuff called visual purple, and when 
light falls on this It first becomes yel­ 
low and then colorless. 
The visual 
purple is, let us say, Hie chemical of 
the photographic plate of the eye. 
But Hie really wonderful thing about 
this retina, and all the layers of which 
it is made up, is that it is not merely 
sensitive to light; It can tell what sort 
of light. 
It can distinguish color. 
It 
is for ever taking instantaneous mov­ 
ing color photographs. 
It has a won­ 
derful command of color. 
It can see, 
not merely the chief colors, tile big 
six—red, orange, yellow, green, blue 
and violet—but all the mixtures and 
gradations of these. 
It has been noted of them that they 
. an be arranged by the eye in octaves, 
and a great painter usually employs u 
range of four octaves, or 32 lines
